Most of the nation is laser-fo- 
cused on November 2020 and the poten- 
tial dethroning of President Donald 
Trump, but we have quite a few chances 
to flex our democratic muscles before 
then. San Francisco’s next election is 
Nov. 5, 2019, and while there are a cou- 
ple hot races — the contests for District 
5 Supervisor and District Attorney will 
be particularly interesting — chances 
are, things won't be as nail-biting as ei- 
ther last year’s race for mayor or the bat- 
tle over Proposition C. 

That said, there are a number of big 
measures that could be on your ballot 
in November. The deadline is still a few 
weeks away, but here’s a sneak peek at 
what politicians, corporations, and our 
mayor might ask you to make a deci- 
sion on in a mere four months. 


Mental Health SF and the Dispro- 
portionate CEO Salary Tax 

The mental health of San Franciscans — 
particularly those who are homeless or 
marginally housed, and those who use 
drugs — has been a hot topic in City Hall 
this year. Arguments about how coercive 
we should be about treatment, if our 
treatment plans are even working, have 







tied up hearings for months along with 
debates over what areas need more fund- 
ing. It’s all long overdue, and ideas for 
solutions are suddenly rolling in, fast. 
One such plan is a ballot measure drafted 
by Supervisors Hillary Ronen and Matt 
Haney called Mental Health SE which 
would create a universal right to both 
mental health and substance-use care for 
anyone in the city — regardless of immi- 
gration or insurance status. 

An early poll by David Binder shows 
81 percent of voters were in support 
... but its sister measure is more con- 
troversial. To fund Mental Health SF 
Ronen and Haney want to tax any 
company whose CEO makes 100 times 
more than the average pay of their 
employees by 0.1 percent, 0.2 percent 
if it’s 200 times — and so on, up to 0.6 
percent. 

“T'm tired of trying to explain to my 
constituents why one of the richest cit- 
ies in the United States can’t take care 
of the sickest individuals among us,” 
Haney says about the measure. “We 
need big, bold, systemic change if we 
are to make a demonstrable difference 
on our streets.”

E-Cigarettes 

It was a bizarre clashing of headlines 
when Juul announced it had purchased a 
28-story tower Downtown for its new 
headquarters the very same week that 
city supervisors banned the sale of e-cig- 
arettes in S.F.,, pending an FDA review of 
their safety. Shortly afterward, news 
broke that the Juul-funded Coalition for 
Reasonable Vaping Regulation would 
draft a ballot measure to overturn the 
ban. A representative from the coalition 
told the Examiner that 20,000 signatures 
had already been collected by July 1, 
more than double the 9,000 needed for it 
to qualify for the ballot. 


IPO Tax 

Supervisor Gordon Mar isn’t the loudest 
member of the Board of Supervisors 
during their weekly meetings, but he’s 
certainly one of the most ambitious 
when it comes to policy changes. This 
November he’s leading the charge on a 
number of measures, one of which seeks 
to balance the scales in the wake of sev- 
eral large companies — including Lyft, 
Pinterest, Uber, Slack, Airbnb, Postmates 
— going public this year. Voters could 
approve a 1.12 percent payroll tax on 
stock-based compensation, boosting the 


total payroll tax to 1.5 percent — restor- 
ing it to what it was before cuts in 2012. 
“We have seen the aftermath when 
major start-ups go public before,” Mar 
says. Over the last decade, we have 
seen an incredible amount of wealth 
flood this city, wealth concentrated 
in the hands of too few, as our middle 
class shrinks and wealth gap grows.” 


Traffic-Congestion Mitigation Tax 
Lyft and Uber have run fairly unchecked 
in San Francisco over the past seven 
years, despite some efforts by city gov- 
ernment. But a compromise appears to 
have materialized in the form of a 
3.25-percent surcharge on individual 
rides and a 1.5-percent surcharge on 
shared rides. Supervisor Aaron Peskin 
and Mayor London Breed are pushing 
this for November’s ballot, with the hope 
that two-thirds of voters will support it. 
If it passes, it could bring in up to $32 
million a year for public transportation 
and street improvements. Both Uber and 
Lyft have agreed not to campaign against 
the tax. 


Vacant Properties Tax 

You'd be hard-pressed to find a commer- 
cial corridor in San Francisco that 
doesn’t have at least a couple long-shut- 
tered or otherwise blighted spaces on it. 
The reasons for this are varied. Some- 
times, landlords are waiting for a tenant 
willing to pay a higher rent, other times 
they don’t want to invest inan ADA 
bathroom or seismic retrofit. The same 
motivations can keep residential land- 
lords from leasing out units. Under this 
measure — also put forth by Peskin — 
landlords who own residential properties 
with three or more units that are vacant 
for six consecutive months would pay 
$250 per unit each day until they are 
leased.The same fee would apply to land- 
lords who own spaces in areas zoned as 
Neighborhood Commercial Districts, 
such as Upper Haight. 

“This is not designed to be a rev- 
enue generator for San Francisco,” 
Peskin says. “This is designed to bea 
behavior changer for certain problem- 
atic landlords. If we can add several 
hundred units back to the rental stock, 
this will have been worth it.” 


Accelerating Affordable Housing and 
Affordable Teacher Housing Pro- 
gram 

This could be one of those annoying bal- 
lots where two competing but similarly 
titled measures compete for voters’ ap- 
proval. Breed wants to rezone public 
lands for affordable housing and units 





that cater specifically to the city’s popu- 
lation of teachers, who are fleeing to 
more affordable areas. That sounds 
good, but in removing the bureaucracy 
that often ties up developments, this 
charter measure would also take away 
people’s right to challenge designs, den- 
sity, and locations for new housing. 
Oddly, she’s failed to secure the support 
of the exact population she’s trying to 
help: teachers. Neither the United Edu- 
cators of San Francisco or the American 
Federation of Teachers 2121 has signed 
on, and instead may support... 


Affordable Homes for Educators and 
Families NOW Act 

... This competing measure. Drafted by 
Supervisors Haney, Peskin, Sandra Lee 
Fewer, and Shamann Walton, it’s larger 
in scale. If passed, it would rezone any lot 
over 10,000 square feet for 100-percent 
affordable and teacher housing — more 
than 3,000 parcels of land. It would also 
still allow for community input. 

The Board is pushing this forward as a 
plan that “takes the good aspects of the 
Mayor's Charter Amendment and ampli- 
fies its impact ... without tying the hands 
of policy makers or locking anything into 
the City Charter.” 

“This is one of the most sweeping, 
comprehensive affordable housing 
initiatives ever proposed in San Fran- 
cisco, Haney says. “It will lead to 
more affordable housing being built 
in more parts of our city, and quicker, 
especially for our city’s hardworking 
educators.” 


Prohibiting Certain Campaign Con- 
tributions; Disclaimer and Disclo- 
sure Requirements 

Last year’s supervisor race was the costli- 
est in city history, with hundreds of 
thousands being poured into campaigns. 
Much of that money is disguised in polit- 
ical action committees (PACs), but Mar 
has a plan to shine a light on that dark 
money. This measure would require cam- 
paigns to list the names of their top five 
donors and how much they’ve contrib- 
uted prominently on their ads, so voters 
know exactly who's being funded by 
whom. 


Measures for the ballot should be final- 
ized by Aug. 9. In other words, you have 
five weeks before your mailboxes start 
overflowing with glossy campaign ads. 
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Trump Administration Gives Up on Census 


Citizenship Question

Conceding defeat after an 
unfavorable Supreme Court ruling, the 
Trump administration announced Tues- 
day that the 2020 Census forms will be 
printed without a controversial question 
about citizenship status. 

The announcement comes less 
than a week after the Supreme Court 
refused to approve the question, cit- 
ing the administration’s “contrived 
reasons’ for doing so in a rushed 
timeframe. President Donald Trump, 
in turn, questioned whether he could 
delay the 2020 Census altogether. 

“The census is supposed to count 
everyone in the country. Period,” said 
a relieved City Attorney Dennis Her- 
rera on Tuesday. “It was an attempt to

deprive millions of people of a voice. 

It was yet another brazen attack on 
immigrants, their families, their neigh- 
bors, and their allies.” 

San Francisco is already one of the 
hardest U.S. cities to count accurately, 
due to the large amount of renters, 
low-income residents, noncitizens, 
and young children. A climate of fear 
among immigrant communities in the 
wake of the Trump administration’s 
crackdowns meant that many were 
concerned that noncitizens might skip 
the census altogether, resulting in a 
severe undercount. In April 2018, S.F. 
joined five other cities and 17 states 
in a legal coalition led by New York to 
prevent the question from landing on 
people’s doorsteps. More jurisdictions 
and several nonprofits joined the fight 
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later on. 

The decennial census is a means of 
divvying up critical federal funds for 
things like transportation, healthcare, 
and emergency services. It’s also used 
to draw maps for the more than 327 
million people living in some 435 Con- 
gressional districts nationwide. With 
a sizable immigrant population, Cali- 
fornia warned it had much to lose. (So, 
for that matter, did officials in purple 
to red states with large immigrant pop- 
ulations, such as Arizona and Texas.) 
But this week, state and local leaders 
had some good news to celebrate. 

“Today, California proved why we 
fight and win,” said state Attorney 
General Xavier Becerra, who took part 
in the efforts to combat the question’s 
addition. “We celebrate a foundation-

al principle of our democracy: that 
everyone counts. While the Trump 
administration attempted to silence so 
many people with its cynical agenda, 
California, like many others, fought to 
protect our people, our values, and our 
resources.” 

Since 1950, a citizenship question 
has stayed off the decennial census, in- 
stead showing up on the annual Amer- 
ican Community Survey. The change 
came seven years after the U.S. Census 
Bureau handed over confidential infor- 
mation used to incarcerate Japanese 
Americans. 

In this battle, the Commerce 
Department argued that the annual 
survey wasn’t comprehensive enough 
as reason to add a citizenship question. 
During oral arguments in April, the

Supreme Court’s conservative majority 
appeared ready to agree, after lower 
courts ruled the question unconstitu- 
tional. 

But different motives emerged 
when documents from a deceased Re- 
publican operative, Thomas B. Hofeller, 
revealed that Trump was urged during 
his presidential transition to include 
the question because it would “clearly 
be a disadvantage for the Democrats.” 
With new political boundaries to draw 
in 2021, he argued that the subsequent 
exclusion of noncitizens and minori- 
ties from the country’s demographics 
would boost Republican power. 

In the end, the Supreme Court sent 
the issue back to the lower courts. 

“The shameful decision to include 
a citizenship question on the 2020 
Census was yet another example of 
the Trump administration’s attempt to 
erase our communities of color,” said 
California Assemblymember David 
Chiu, who represents San Francisco. 
“It is a relief that the Supreme Court 
understood what we have known all 
along — the administration’s reason 
for adding the citizenship question was 
dubious at best.” 

Trump initially indicated the fight 
would continue, possibly by delaying 
the 2020 Census altogether. Instead, 
the Census Bureau said on Tuesday 
that it began the process of printing 
questionnaires, sans new question. 

The challenge remains for everyone 
to be counted. California is home to 10 
of 50 counties nationwide considered 
hardest to count, including Fresno, 
Sacramento and San Francisco. Super- 
visors were told in February that, with 
a quarter of the city’s population at 
risk of an undercount, $4 billion could 
be lost in federal funding over the next 
decade — and negative news of the 
2020 Census hasn't helped. 

“Everyone in our community needs 
to feel safe responding to the 2020 
Census and being counted,” said Mayor 
London Breed last week in response to 
the Supreme Court ruling. “San Fran- 
cisco will keep building trust with our 
immigrant communities and working 
with community-based organizations 
and trusted messengers to make sure 
the census reaches everyone in our 
city.” 
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We Don't Yet 
Know the 
Dangers of 
Driving High 


New studies reveal that 


cannabis may not be putting 
our roads at risk. 


When it comes to regulated 
cannabis, several legislators have com- 
pared the process to building a plane as it 
flies through the air. The image accu- 
rately describes the industry’s state of 
flux, with pivotal issues of banking ac- 
cess and the fate of compassionate-care 
programs up in that proverbial air. An- 
other matter that remains controversial 
is the question of driving under the in- 
fluence of cannabis. 

As reported in this column last 
March, the most crucial aspect of this 
argument concerns the need for an 
objective way to determine if someone 
has “too much” THC in their system. 
Developing such a system of measure- 
ment has been no easy task, given the 
many factors involved. One of the chief 
obstacles on that front is how to estab- 
lish a baseline. Considering that po- 
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tency is proportional to tolerance, the 
same amount of cannabis may pack 

a wallop for one consumer but barely 
scratch the surface for another. 

Obviously, these matters are rele- 
vant to conversations about drinking 
and driving as well, but given that al- 
cohol has never been posited as a legit- 
imate medicine, it’s far more difficult 
to take issue with an arbitrary blood 
alcohol level being used to establish 
intoxication. In the case of cannabis, 
however, new information continues 
to emerge that points overwhelmingly 
against the validity of a “legal limit” 
when it comes to pot. 

According to AAA’s 2018 Traffic 
Safety Culture Index, a national survey 
of more than 2,500 U.S. motorists 
found that 81 percent of respondents 
favored laws to make it “illegal to drive 
with a certain amount of marijuana 
in your system.” This is 
perfectly understand- 
able. Anyone who has 
a history of consuming 
pot has likely found 
themselves in a position 
where turning the key 
in the ignition would 
be downright danger- 
ous. The real question? 
Whether anyone who’s 
feeling that high is actu- 
ally getting on the road. 
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On May 13, the Congressional Re- 
search Service released its findings on 
the matter in a report entitled “Mari- 
juana Use and Highway Safety.” 

“Levels of impairment that can be 
identified in laboratory settings may 
not have a significant impact in real 
world settings,” the study’s authors 
concluded, “where many variables 
affect the likelihood of a crash oc- 
curring. Research studies have been 
unable to consistently correlate levels 
of marijuana consumption, or THC in 
a person’s body, and levels of impair- 
ment. Thus, some researchers, and 
the National Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration, have observed that 
using a measure of THC as evidence of 
a driver’s impairment is not supported 
by scientific evidence to date.” 

At a moment when the research- 
ers commissioned by lawmakers 
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themselves are questioning the va- 
lidity of testing drivers for THC, it 
seems fruitless to rely solely on that 
option as a means of identifying who 
is too impaired to be on the road. 
Furthermore, there’s little — if any 
— evidence to suggest that those who 
consume cannabis are more likely to 
get into a traffic accident. 

In a study published this spring, 
Kansas State University graduate 
student Andrew Young sifted through 
23 years of data on average traffic 
fatalities to ascertain whether traffic 
deaths increase after a state legalizes 
cannabis. As first reported by Kyle 
Jaeger of Marijuana Moment, the 
results of Young’s study found “no 
statistically [significant] relationship 
between marijuana legalization and 
fatal crashes.” 

Though Jaeger cau- 
tions that Young’s study 
was limited in scope by 
focusing only on states 
with legalized recre- 
ational cannabis — as 
opposed to states with 
medical programs — this 
data certainly seems to 
suggest that the notion 

of drivers getting stoned 
and losing control may 
be unfounded. In con- 
trast, the Baltimore Sun 


reports that from 2017-18, “marijua- 
na-related crashes nearly doubled from 
34 to 60 [in Maryland].” All in all, it’s 
probably still too soon to draw iron- 
clad conclusions about impairment — 
and no satisfactory answers should be 
expected until we can establish a valid 
method for determining if someone is 
too high to drive. 

A study published in Cannabis 
Science and Technology last week suc- 
cinctly summarizes the situation. In 
his synopsis, “The Holy Grail for Law 
Enforcement: Accurate Roadside Test- 
ing for Driving While Stoned” author 
David Hodes cuts to the heart of the 
matter in noting that, in all likelihood, 
“a device that can accurately measure 
THC intoxication to the satisfaction of 
both science and law enforcement is 
still years away.” 

What such an invention might look 
like — thus far several efforts to create 
a reliable cannabis breathalyzer have 
yet to pan out — is difficult to imagine. 
What matters now is how we choose to 
address the issue of driving under the 
influence of cannabis while we wait for 
a more palatable solution. Surely, there 
must be some answer other than rely- 
ing on the observations and honesty of 
law enforcement, but what that answer 
is remains to be seen.

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Prop 213 
prevents 
injured 
drivers from 
recovering 
damages

This week’s question comes from 
Mayra B. in the Presidio, who asks: 


Q: “I was recently rear-ended by a ve- 
hicle while I was stopped at a red traffic 
light. My car was wrecked and my leg 
was injured. I thought this would be an 
easy process as I didn’t do anything 
wrong. However, when I called my in- 
surance company, they said my policy 
had lapsed. I was surprised to hear this 
because I always pay my car insurance 
on time; however I had recently moved 
to anew place and had not realized that 
[had forgotten to pay my insurance 
premium. After speaking to a lawyer, I 
found out that I could sue the other 


driver to get my car repaired, my hospi- 
tal bills paid, and my time off work 
paid, but I cannot obtain compensation 
for my pain and suffering. How is this 
possible? It was not my fault.” 


A: Mayra, thank you for your ques- 
tion. Unfortunately, the information 
your lawyer gave you is correct. In 
1996, California voters passed the Per- 
sonal Responsibility Act, known as 
Proposition 213, codified in the Califor- 
nia Civil Code Sections 3333.3 & 
3333.4. Prop 213 bars uninsured driv- 
ers from recovering for non-economic 
damages if they were not insured at the 
time of the collision. 


California Civil Code Section 
3333.4 states: “in any action to 
recover damages arising out of the 
operation or use of a motor vehicle, 
no person shall recover non-eco- 
nomic losses to compensate for pain, 
suffering, inconvenience, physical 
impairment, disfigurement, and oth- 
er nonpecuniary damages if... [t]he 
injured person was the owner of a ve- 
hicle involved in the accident and the 
vehicle was not insured as required 
by the financial responsibility laws 
of this state.” You may be wonder- 
ing, “How could this be?”, especially 
for someone like yourself who only 
experienced a momentary lapse in 
insurance coverage. Ihe answer is

that Proposition 213 was framed as a 
law intended to punish drunk drivers 
and fleeing felons from obtaining 
compensation for pain and suffering. 
However, many voters did not realize 
that the proposition also sandwiched 
uninsured drivers between the drunk 
drivers and fleeing felons. 


As a result of Prop 213, California 
law now restricts damages for injured 
car owners and drivers in three situa- 
tions: 1) where the driver themselves 
is convicted of DUI; 2) where the 
driver owns the vehicle and does 
not have the state minimum liability 
insurance at the time of the accident; 
and 3) when injury is sustained while 
committing a crime or fleeing from a 
crime which they are later convicted 
of as a felony. 


Under Prop 213, an uninsured 
driver can still obtain compensation 
for special damages. Special damages 
are items that are quantifiable such 
as property damage, medical bills, 
and loss of earnings. However, the 
law restricts the uninsured driver 
from obtaining compensation for 
non-economic damages such as pain 
and suffering, physical impairment, 
disfigurement, inconvenience, and 
emotional distress. 


There are some exceptions to the 


restrictions Prop 213 imposed. For 
example, a car owner or driver who 
does not have insurance coverage 
may recover for their non-economic 
damages if he/she was operating 
their employer’s uninsured vehicle, 
since the responsibility to insure the 
vehicle falls on the employer, not the 
employee driver. Another exception 
allows noneconomic damages when 
the accident occurs on private prop- 
erty, because state law only requires 
drivers to have auto liability insur- 
ance to drive on public roadways, not 
on private property. Prop 213 restric- 
tions will also not apply if a driver 
borrows a vehicle that does not have 
insurance coverage, but the driver did 
have insurance coverage on another 
car. Lastly, Prop 213 does not apply 
to a passenger who was injured while 
riding in an uninsured vehicle. Un- 
fortunately, there is no exception for 
drivers who were uninsured due to an 
unintentional lapse in insurance, no 
matter how brief. 


Due to the complexity of this law, 
it is important you contact a qualified 
trial lawyer to review the situation 
to see if one of the other exceptions 
applies to you. 


If you were injured in an accident 
as a result of someone's negligence, 
you still have the right to seek com- 


pensation for your economic damages 
such as your property damage, med- 
ical bills and lost wages, even if Prop 
213 applies to your case. However the 
best practice is to make sure that you 
have insurance on your vehicle. Hav- 
ing vehicle insurance will protect you 
in the event that you harm someone 
else in a vehicle accident, but it will 
also allow you to be fully compen- 
sated if you are injured by another 
driver.

It’s been nearly three years 
since a notorious Lower Haight landlord 
evicted Lo-Cost Meat and Fish Market 
from the ground floor of his building. 
The small, Black-owned grocery at 
Haight and Fillmore streets wasn’t 
showy or sleek, but its faded yellow aw- 
ning and friendly staff were an asset to 
the neighborhood for three decades. 

Soon, like many of Lower Haight’s 
other ground-floor retail locations, it 
will become offices. 

It’s acommon San Francisco tale. 
Landlord Robert Shelton — who has 
had a whopping 60 complaints filed 
against him with the Department of 
Building Inspection for one building 
alone — allegedly raised the rent far 
beyond what owners Pierre Pegeron 
and Ken Kwang could pay, forcing 
them out. The space at 498 Haight St., 
which needs significant work, has sat 
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empty ever since — no doubt in part 
because after Lo-Cost Meat and Fish 
vacated in 2016, Shelton tried to lease 
the place for $25,000 a month. It’s 
dropped steadily ever since; the most 
recent listing on LoopNet shows it 
coming in at $6,000. 

A tenant appears to have bitten. 
The longstanding “For Lease” sign is 
down, and work on the interior has be- 
gun. A review of Planning Department 
documents shows that a “professional 
design office” is moving in, after con- 
struction wraps up on two bathrooms, 
two conference rooms, and two private 
offices. Unless it’s a walk-in-friendly 
design business, chances are the large 
windows will be fogged or curtained 
off to protect the privacy of those 
working within its walls. 

It’s a loss for the neighborhood, 
in more ways than one. Corner shops 
have the ability to provide an anchor 
of sorts to a neighborhood. If done 


well — think La Boulangerie in Hayes 
Valley or Rare Device on Divisadero 
Street — they lure people across inter- 
sections and along to mid-block busi- 
nesses. They also can act as a form of 
neighborhood watch. When the large 
apartment building above CVS caught 
fire in 2011, it was Pegeron who first 
spotted the flames, dashing out of his 


meat store to bang on residents’ doors. 


But Lower Haight is losing these 
hot corner spots. On the corner of 
Scott and Haight streets, for example, 
the former San Francyclo space has sat 
empty since late 2017. Kitty-corner 
to that is Smith-Karng Architecture, 
which designs hospitals and medical 
equipment. That leaves only the ev- 
er-resilient Santa Clara Market to hold 
down the intersection. 

Two blocks away, on Haight and 
Steiner streets, Edo Salon, Maven, and 
Wild Feather are going strong, but 
HSM Realty, Finance, Management

has occupied the northwest corner for 
years. 

And those are just the big corners. 
Lower Haight has been particularly 
hard hit by seismic retrofits, with 
stores having to shutter for a year 
then reopen, or move locations while 
work is done. It’s left a lot of store- 
fronts vacant, many for years. And as 
startups boom, it’s not impossible that 
the spaces that used to house Cove or 
D-Structure may soon turn into tech 
offices. 

There’s a reason Lower Haight sees 
more of these sorts of transitions 
than, say, Upper Haight. The neighbor- 
hood is zoned as NC-2, which means 
companies who want to open an office 
in what used to be a retail space don’t 
have to go through a conditional use 
hearing with the Planning Commis- 
sion. 

In contrast, Upper Haight is zoned 
as a Neighborhood Commercial 
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The old Lo-Cost Me 
and Fish Market at 49 
Hai ght St. will soon: 
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District, requiring a hearing for any 
changes of use — something that may 
be a causal factor in its plethora of 
long-empty storefronts. 

It’s an odd conundrum. The Lower 
Haight has always operated slightly 
outside of the typical gentrification 
march of the rest of the city. There 
have been a few typical cases — 
swanky Reveille Coffee replacing 
crunchy Bean There being one of the 
most obvious — but the neighborhood 
has held onto most of its nail salons 
and cheap, mediocre food joints. It’s 
got four record stores, a handful of 
rotating small galleries, murals galore, 
and one of the oldest craft beer bars in 
the city. 

But if the city continues apace, the 
residents and small-businesses owners 
of Lower Haight may have to have 
a reckoning: At what point will the 
neighborhood have too many offices? 
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A dog takes a break 
from playtime at | 
Duboce Park's off- 
leash area. 
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Step off the J-Church at Duboce 
Park on the southern edge of Lower 
Haight on any given day and you'll see 
groups of dogs frolicking in the grass 
alongside bookworms or people simply 
relaxing. It’s considered one of the city’s 
most dog-friendly parks, hosting the Tri- 
Pawed Dog Picnic and the annual Dog- 
Fest benefit for nearby public school 
children. Across the way on Sanchez 
Street, the Duboce Park Cafe welcomes 
pups, too. 

But this harmony between dog 


owners and regular park visitors is a 
relatively new phenomenon. The situ- 
ation used to be comparatively tense: 
People were known to start bitter argu- 
ments or even call the police on others 
for bringing off-leash furry friends 
that used the park as a bathroom. 

“It was really combative 15 to 20 
years ago, says David Troup, a long- 
time neighbor and Duboce Triangle 
Neighborhood Association board 
member who sat on a working group to 
resolve the dog owner-regular human 
divide. “People were so angry at this 
issue that they would get up at a meet- 
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ing and would be practically foaming at 
the mouth.” 

Harvey Milk recognized how heated 
this made San Franciscans. The former 
supervisor famously “accidentally” 
stepped into dog poop during a 1978 
press conference held at the park to an- 
nounce legislation on the matter. The 
issue was city-wide, but feces-littered 
Duboce Park, established in 1900, 
served as the perfect poster child. 
What’s forever known as the “Pooper 
Scooper” law required dog owners to 
pick up their pet’s waste or face a fee. 

It brought attention to the issue,

but rogue dog poop kept making an 
appearance as Duboce Park’s users con- 
tinued to let their pets run off-leash. 
The way Troup sees it, people tend to 
break all the rules when they know 
they’re breaking one. 

So Troup decided it was time to 
change the rules. Then-Supervisor 
Bevan Dufty established a working 
group to sort out the differences and 
Troup joined around 2005, despite be- 
ing constantly told that it couldn't be 
resolved. As it had in the past, tensions 
ran high during the mid-2000s effort 
— some wanted dogs off-leash all over 
the park while others wanted dogs 
banned outright. 

After months of community meet- 
ings, the working group reached a com- 
promise. Part of the park was made 
off-leash but the sign signaled it was 
open to all and avoided a gated barrier 
so as not to attract professional dog 
walkers. 

“It changed people’s mindset to 
where they started doing a better job,” 
says Troup, who formerly had a yellow 
labrador retriever and shar-pei mix. 
“Dog lover or non-dog lover, nobody 





wants to step in poop.” 

Troup is not surprised San Francis- 
cans got this animated about a dog’s 
place in parks but is still surprised it 
took decades to find a solution. Today, 
he’s happy to say Duboce — like many 
city parks — is not the poop mine- 
field it once was. A “cleanup culture” 
emerged from the 2008 renovations. 

That one of San Francisco’s major 
issues was warring factions of dog 
owners and petless residents seems 
quaint amid this onslaught of displace- 
ment and homlessness. But Troup feels 
it serves as a “great example of how 
neighbors coming together can resolve 
old conflicts and make things better.” 

“We have a lot of things that we 
fight over in this city. ... If we just put 
our weapons down and come together 
and talked about it and recognize that 
everybody has a right to coexist or live 
their lives,” Troup says. “My interests 
are not more important than your 
interests. We don't know all our neigh- 
bors, but we are all neighbors.”

While it has a comparatively 
strong nightlife identity of its own — led 
by beery places like Toronado, Black 
Sands, The Page, and Molotov’s — 
Lower Haight is defined in part by what 
it isn’t. It’s scruffier than neighboring 
Hayes Valley, Alamo Square, or the Du- 
boce Triangle, better oriented to locals 
than the Upper Haight, and way less fa- 
mous outside S.F. than either the nearby 
Mission or Castro. Drawing its north- 
western boundary is tricky and depends 
largely on whether you subscribe to 
Nopa the restaurant creating NoPa the 
neighborhood, but the opinions of those 
lucky few people who've been granted 
entrance to the Peacock Lounge probably 
count for more. For our purposes, we’re 
drawing the line at Oak and Divis. 

While it doesn’t see frequent 
restaurant turnover, Lower Height 
is simultaneously a neighborhood 
marked by loss. Technically, it used to 
be part of the Fillmore, San Francisco's 
historically Black neighborhood, itself 
a subsection of the even more historic 
Western Addition — although the 
2017 eviction of African-American 
centenarian Iris Canada stands as a 


symbolic end of that era. Lower Haight 
was also, at one time, home to the al- 
leged best burrito in San Francisco, but 
that family-run operation (Cuco’s) is 
long gone, too. 

So what’s of note in a neighborhood 
set off by relatively little change? Plen- 
ty, it turns out. 


Ragazza 

311 Divisadero St., ragazza.com 

Sharon Ardiana’s nine-year-old fol- 
low-up to Glen Park’s Gialina remains 
her strongest endeavor to date. An emi- 
nently welcoming, wine-centric neigh- 
borhood pizzeria, Ragazza also serves 
house-made ricotta cavatelli, burrata, 
and fried arancini at spectacularly af- 
fordable price points. Could anything be 
more Italian than a Nutella dessert pizza 
with mascarpone and amaretti, along- 
side Moscato di Asti? 


Indian Paradox 

258 Divisadero St., indianparadoxsf.com 
Kavitha Raghavan’s tiny, brightly colored 
wine bar served chaats from all over the 
Indian subcontinent, expertly pairing 
them with some unconventional vari- 
etals. As good for brunch as it is for a ro- 
mantic date, the warmth is contagious. 
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Overlook the jaggery-sweetened dahi 
sev puri at your peril. 


Axum Cafe 

698 Haight St., axumcafesf.com 

An Ethiopian restaurant with a beer- 
and-wine license? Excellent. Named fora 
pre-Christian kingdom shrouded in 
myth, Axum Cafe puts out deceptively 
simple and extraordinarily flavorful 
meat and vegetarian dishes, like tibsie 
chicken (made with onions, jalapefios, 
garlic, and tomatoes) or alicha (potatoes 
sauteed with carrots, cabbage, and jala- 
pefios). 


Maven 

598 Haight St., maven-sf.com 

While quieter than some of the clutch of 
New Californian restaurants with top- 
tier cocktails that opened in the early 
part of this decade, Maven has outlasted 
many of its peers. Duck liver mousse and 
castelvetrano olives have become nearly 
ubiquitous, but Maven puts its own spin 
on each while serving inventive entrees 
like a mole-rubbed flank steak. Happy 
hour is all about burgers and Old Fash- 
ioneds, a combo that will never become 
old-fashioned. 


The Little Chihuahua 

29? Divisadero St., thelittlechihuahua.com 
The original location of San Francisco's 
original sustainable taqueria, The Little 
Chihuahua offers all the usual tacos and 
burritos, then throws in some fantastic 
items like a red pozole stew, veggie-filled 
tostada salads, house-made horchata, 
and a $26 carafe of agave wine margari- 
tas. Looking for a stealth brunch option? 
Two words: stacked enchiladas. 


Cafe International 

508 Haight St., no website 

Owner Zahra Saleh is kind of the den 
mother to Lower Haight, and that’s 
probably why Mayor London Breed 
chose Cafe International as the site of a 
May press conference to announce in- 
creased support for the city’s small busi- 
nesses. A perfect example of affordable, 
1990s-style all-day spots, it’s full of mu- 
rals and old-school bagels and nutritious 
sandwiches with sprouts on them. With 
its unfussy yet comprehensive menu, it’s 
also a great place to get work done in the 
afternoon. Don’t ever change, Cafe Inter- 
national. 


Kate’s Kitchen 

471 Haight St., no website 

You've probably never heard of a 
Flanched Farney Carney before, so let us 
explain that it’s probably the best egg- 
and-cheese sandwich with home fries 
you re ever going to have. A cut above the 
usual more-coffee-hon? diner, Kate’s is a 
seven-day-a-week spot serving breakfast 
until mid-afternoon, especially the gi- 
gantic portions of biscuits-and-gravy un- 
der a blow-up map of the U.S. that’s 
straight out of a social studies textbook. 
Above all, it is breakfast — definitely not 
brunch. 


Wing Wings 

422 Haight St., wingwingssf.com 
Twenty-five wings with Angry Korean 
sauce and two limeades sounds like the 
recipe for two people to enjoy a Sunday 
afternoon. Wing Wings takes that ulti- 
mate bro-heim food and elevates it just 
enough to be really good without getting 
all pretentious about it. Not a big meat- 
eater? Try the fried oyster mushrooms 
instead. 
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Two Jack’s Nik’s Place 

401 Haight St., twojacksniksplace.com 
Nik Cooper inherited Two Jack’s from 
her family, and after 42 years serving 
seafood and soul food alongside plenty 
of jazz, it’s still the place to get a prawn 
burger or “the original snapburger” or 
maybe a side of candied yams. The 
Throwback Thursday happy hour menu 
is not to be believed, with a rock cod 
sandwich and fries setting you back a 
mere $4.30. Dessert is gradually falling 
by the wayside, but here you can get ba- 
nana pudding, peach cobbler, or red vel- 
vet cake. 


Cafe Reveille 

201 Steiner St., reveillecoffee.com 

Very much a 2019 spot, Cafe Réveille’s 
outpost on the Wiggle has indoor-out- 
door seating — a surprising rarity in 
Lower Haight — plus a menu filled with 
kale bowls and quinoa dishes that were 
nonetheless designed for people who 
love food. The Levantine sandwich with 
grilled chicken is a genuine standout, but 
don’t miss the soft-serve or the coconut 
chia pudding with apricot compote. If 
you reflexively bristle from minimalist 
decors, give it a fair shot and let yourself 
be pleasantly surprised. 


Honorable Mentions 

A year-old, upscale Thai restaurant with 
a maritime interior, Mangrove (312 Di- 
visadero St.) far exceeds the pad thai 
house that preceded it. Kibatsu (400 
Haight St.) is a follow-up to Sugoi Sushi 
that dodges the $$$$-omakase experi- 
ence in favor of quality fish. Le Cafe du 
Soleil (200 Fillmore St.) stays open late, 
serves wine and beer, and makes you feel 
like you're in France even though you're 
on The Wiggle. Emanuel Coffee (488 
Haight St.) has killer pupusas and Salva- 
dorean and Mexican breakfast items. Be- 
cause every neighborhood deserves one 
excellent ramen shop, there is Iza Ra- 
men (237 Fillmore St.). All but attached 
to Toronado, Rosamunde Sausage 
Grill (545 Haight St.) was basically made 
for beer.

Just before 4/20, San Francisco 
passed a law legalizing marijuana sales 
and consumption at outdoor public 
events and festivals. The only problem? 
Permits were not ready in time for the 
4/20 party, nor the How Weird Street 
Faire, nor even last weekend's Pride cele- 
brations. 

But one festival could become the 
first to allow marijuana sales and 
smoking. SF Weekly has learned that 
Outside Lands (Aug. 9-11) is attempt- 
ing to obtain a cannabis event permit 
for 2019. It’s unclear whether the fes- 
tival is pursuing onsite cannabis sales, 
consumption, or both, or whether 
they’re also after a temporary waiver 
to Golden Gate Park’s anti-smoking 
ordinance as permitted in the cannabis 
event legislation. 

Last year’s Outside Lands featured 
a cannabis-themed pop-up area — 
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Grass Lands — where marijuana brand 
exhibitors let you touch and smell 
their products, but not buy or consume 
them. This year’s Grass Lands would 
work similarly, but it could be especial- 
ly lit with the sights and smells of real 
grass getting bought and smoked. 

One brand is already planning to 
bring its infused products to Outside 
Lands. SF Weekly received a press 
invite from a well-known cannabis 
company last week touting a Grass 
Lands booth that would be “welcoming 
festival goers with medicated treats for 
the first time in history.” 

A second major cannabis brand 
confirms to SF Weekly that it, too, is in 
negotiations to sell products at Out- 
side Lands, but personnel spoke under 
the condition of anonymity because 
they were not authorized to speak on 
the record. 

Outside Lands did not respond to 
requests for comment for this article, 
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and has not made any official an- 
nouncements about cannabis at this 
year’s festival. The San Francisco Office 
of Cannabis, which would award any 
cannabis sales or cannabis event per- 
mits, also declined to comment. 

Whether festival attendees would 
be able to smoke marijuana in Golden 
Gate Park is another story. Smoking 
is illegal in all S.F. parks, but the new 
legislation allows events to apply for 
a temporary smoking waiver from the 
Recreation and Parks Department. Rec 
and Park did not respond to a question 
regarding whether Outside Lands had 
applied for a smoking waiver. 

None of this guarantees the festi- 
val will offer cannabis sales or use; all 
it tells us is that Outside Lands and 
several cannabis brands are pursuing 
the option. (Last month’s Clusterfest 
offered a backdoor shopping entrance 
into the off-grounds dispensary Moe 
Greens, but that required leaving the 
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festival site — and Moe Greens’ smok- 
ing lounge implemented strict time 
limits on how long guests could stay 
and smoke.) 

The California law that allows mar- 
ijuana sales and smoking at events 
requires applicants to submit their 
vending plans to the state at least 60 
days before the event. Outside Lands 
would already be within that 60-day 
window, but the California Bureau of 
Cannabis Control does not comment 
on pending event applications or make 
them public. 

If Outside Lands were to land 
legal marijuana privileges, cannabis 
would be tightly cordoned off like a 
beer garden at a street fair. Any sales 
or imbibing would occur far from the 
main entrances, likely behind some 
manner of fencing, and strictly limited 
to attendees 21 and over. Further, you 
could only legally consume your canna- 
bis within those gates, even if it’s just 
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an edible. 

If Outside Lands does not get a 
cannabis permit, expect other big San 
Francisco festivals to keep chasing that 
chance to be the first to toke up. When 
asked about the cannabis event legisla- 
tion after it had just passed in March, 
Folsom Street Events’ executive direc- 
tor Patrick Finger told us. “We are very 
excited to participate.” 

Inevitably, someone is going to get 
that first marijuana event license, and 
cannabis vending booths will quickly 
become a normal and unremarkable 
thing at big S.F. festivals. But one festi- 
val coming up soon could get the first 
pot permit, or at least, they have an 
“outside” chance to do so.

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The Transit of Venus: Paris Is 
Burning Returns

In October 1991, I was 18 and living in 
Fresno, and I had a long-standing offer 
from the manager of a local theater to 
put me on the guest list for any 
non-blockbuster movie. When I told 
them I wanted to see Paris Is Burning, 
they recoiled slightly and said, “Oh, that 
movie?” 

Yep, that movie: Jennie Livingston’s 
documentary about the Black and 
Latinx drag ball scene of late-1980s 
New York, now re-released in a shiny 
new restoration. This reemergence is 
tied into the FX series Pose, and Pose’s 
producer Janet Mock has described her 
show as being in a “parallel universe” 
to Paris. (’'ve heard only good things 
about Pose but haven’t yet watched, 
though I did love FX’s Fosse/Verdon.) In 
Paris Is Burning, Livingston follows sev- 
eral participants in the drag ball world 
over the course of several years in the 
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1980s, delving into their hopes, fears, 
and triumphs. And since you've no 
doubt always wondered how voguing 
originated, Paris answers those burn- 
ing questions as well. 

I was barely starting to scratch at 
the closet door back in 1991. To put 
things in context, Fresno’s first Pride 
parade had occurred that June — the 
Ku Klux Klan protested it, which was 
covered by the local paper with a very 
modern sense of bothsidesism — and 
for better or worse I wouldn't find 
the courage to come out as trans- 
gender until I was 25 and living in 
San Francisco. Paris Is Burning also 
opened in Fresno a week after a deeply 
transphobic film that had felt like a 
strong arm pushing me back into the 
closet dropped on VHS: The Silence of 
the Lambs. (Kindly go fuck yourself, 
Silence.) 

I knew deep down I wasn’t a trans- 
vestite or drag queen or any flavor of 
gay man like those populating Paris Is 
Burning’s trailer and poster, but I was 
starved for positive representations of 
crossing gender lines, or anything that 
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Midsommar

might give me hope that I could break 
out of the stifling masquerade of mas- 
culinity and be true to myself. 

About 20 minutes into the film, 
there she was: Venus Xtravaganza. 

Even dressed at her most casual, 
she was graceful and utterly feminine, 
because she was utterly herself. Venus 
participated in the drag balls because 
the House of Xtravaganza was her 
chosen family, but at the end of the 
day she was a woman. It was one of 
the strongest senses of wannabe I'd 
ever felt: Even though she was petite 
and thin while I was tall and thick, I 
wanted to be Venus Xtravaganza when 
I grew up. Like my other deep-dark-se- 
cret transgender hero Kelly Michaels, 
Venus didn’t use wigs but instead 
wore her own bleached-blonde hair. 
Although Venus wanted what we now 
call bottom surgery, she didn’t let her 
genitals define her gender, which was 
another huge influence on me. And oh, 
how I coveted her lithe frame and visi- 
ble clavicles! Shhh — don't tell anyone 
about my lifelong desire to be skinny, 
which is an unpardonable offense in 





2019 San Francisco. 


Speaking of progressive taboos, 
back then I didn’t know about the mil- 
lion thorny issues of class, privilege, 
and cultural appropriation in my ad- 
miration of Venus, what with me being 
a white community college student in 
Fresno and her being a Puerto Rican 
sex worker in New York. If it helps, 
Venus was 22 when her Paris Is Burning 
footage was shot in 1987 and I was 18 
when I first saw it, so at least it wasn’t 
youth fetishization. And unlike Venus, 
I lived to see my mid-20s and beyond. 

The promo material for the 2019 
re-release acknowledges Venus and the 
presence of trans women in a way the 
1991 release’s publicity did not. (She 
didn’t even make it into the group shot 
on the poster, having been murdered 
in 1988.) Her death is acknowledged in 
the film, leading several 1991 reviews 
to describe her as tragic — while also 
misgendering her, which, ugh. As the 
Santa Maria Times’ mustachioed film 
critic wrote on Aug. 25, 1991: “In one 
startling scene, one character — the 
tragic Venus Xtravaganza — lays 
across a bed reciting a string of ‘I 
wants, convinced that beauty will 
bring it all to him [sic].” Among the 
wants the fully clothed “character” of 
Venus recites in the oh-so-startling 
scene are “to be with a man I love” and 
to have “a nice home away from New 
York.” A queer person who wants to 
find love and security? It doesn’t get 
more startling than that! 

Her death was a tragedy, but the 
only thing that would have made her 
too-brief life tragic would have been if 
she hadn’t lived it as Venus Xtravagan- 
za. In that respect, it was a triumph. 

Aside to Jennie Livingston: I apol- 
ogize for not having paid to see the 
movie the first time around. I hope 
this makes up for it a little. Sherilyn 


Connelly 
Pasolini 
Not rated. Opens Friday at the Roxie 
Theater. 


Probably most famous on these shores 
for his 1992 Bad Lieutenant, director 
Abel Ferrara is not one for pulling 
punches in his movies, and his biopic 
Pasolini — filmed in 2014 but only 
now receiving domestic distribution 

— kicks off with Pier Paolo Pasolini 
(Willem Dafoe) editing his notorious 
Salo or the 120 Days of Sodom in 1975. 
It’s one of Salo’s tamer early scenes, 
featuring “only” full-frontal nudity and 
verbal humiliation with no coprophagy 
or rape just yet, but it raises the 
question: Where do you go after 
making one of the most transgressive 
films ever? 


History tells us Pasolini was killed 
— or possibly assassinated — by male 
hustlers on the beach of Ostia before 
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its release, and Ferrara unflinchingly 
re-creates this quasi-crucifixion, while 
increasing its horror with a Sald-evok- 
ing sound design. Until then, Ferrara 
follows the queer and Communist but 
otherwise mellow Pasolini on his final 
day, visiting friends and family and 
the occasional dark-eyed street ruffian 
while developing his unmade next 
project: a reflection on the role of the 
artist in a world starved for messiahs, 
one which harkened back to Pasolini’s 
less abrasive, more spiritual earlier 
films such as The Gospel According to 
Matthew. Ultimately, Ferrara depicts 
Pasolini as a gentle intellectual with 
some very unpopular views. Funny 
how they so often die young. SC 
Midsommar 
Rated R. Opens Friday at the Alamo 
Drafthouse New Mission and the 
AMC Dine-In Kabuki. 


Ari Aster’s delirious folk-horror 
movie Midsommar is bound to 

be as divisive as his 2018 debut 
Hereditary was grudgingly respected 
— and Midsommar revisits many of 
Hereditary’s themes, including family 
tragedy, cults, iconography, the power 
of the unblinking gaze, and extreme 
violence against human heads. After 
the murder-suicide of her family, 

the understandably distraught Dani 
(Florence Pugh) accompanies her 
reluctant boyfriend Christian (Jack 
Reynor) and his bros Josh (The Good 
Place’s William Jackson Harper), Mark 
(Will Poulter), and Pelle (Vilhelm 
Blomgren) to Sweden, where Pelle’s 
family is holding a midsummer festival 
under the midnight sun. Also, there’s 
thesis drama! Midsommar demands 
surrendering your ego to its dream 
logic: How does Josh recharge his 
laptop? Why does nobody wear 
sunscreen? 


It doesn’t matter. What matters is 
that since 1998’s Fear and Loathing in 
Las Vegas it’s been clear the best use 
of CGI is to properly convey the visual 
distortions caused by hallucinogens, 
and a psilocybin trip in Midsommar’s 
first act would be one of the greatest 
ever committed to film even if it didn’t 
prove to be Chekhov’s Fungi, which 
goes off in a big way in Act II. Immer- 
sive, psychedelic menace is not the 
only reason Midsommar is one of the 
best films of 2019, but it’s up there like 
a sun that never sets. SC

summer melon.

The more-or-less unanimous 
opinion about Trestle, the Hi Neighbor 
Restaurant Group’s Jackson Square 
restaurant with a $39 prix fixe, is one of 
awe. Costco is known for keeping prices 
supremely low by leveraging vast econo- 
mies of scale, but apparently that restau- 
rant can profitably offer patrons two 
options each for three courses at the 
same price point for what you might pay 
for a single entree elsewhere. It’s impres- 
sive, and it should probably shame a cou- 
ple other kitchens around town into 
action. 

Hi Neighbor is impressive, generally 
speaking. Having closed Russian Hill’s 
beloved Stones Throw, it still operates 
the homey, beery Fat Angel in the Fill- 
more and the much-larger and more 
cocktail-centric Corridor near Civic 
Center (which, having recently turned 
three, makes it a rare survivor from the 
wave of 2016 openings in and around 
Mid-Market). 

Now the group has moved away 
from the casual, value-driven end of 
things. In the basement of the big 
brown box at 555 California St. comes 
The Vault, which tucks contemporary 
California cuisine into the regional 
capital of power-lunches. The Design 


District’s absurdly good Niku Steak- 
house — which is much, much pricier 
than The Vault — does something 
similar with the staid idiom of steak- 
houses. 

Unquestionably, The Vault has a few 
pretentious trappings, mostly catering 
to the egos of financiers — like liquor 
lockers exclusively for people who 
work in one of the 52 floors upstairs 
— but they’re grafted on and don’t 
obtrude into the experience of diners 
who don’t routinely ski at Vail. Noth- 
ing about The Vault is tacky, but given 
the constraints of a below-street-level 
FiDi location, there are probably few 
practical alternatives to a sober decor 
(although the lighting is impressive). 
While Roman villa-sized bouquets 
enliven the windowless space — a 
hallmark of Trestle’s ambience — the 
gray walls are sort of drab and the glass 
panes in the door to the private area in 
the very back seem to reflect a cosmic 
abyss back at you. Definitely position 
yourself where you can see other hu- 
mans. 

I didn’t find the restaurant ex- 
cessively loud, but there appear to 
be acoustical effects where it can be 
hard to hear your server or vice ver- 
sa. Worse, the entire front half feels 
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like an semi-used overflow zone. I 
can’t imagine wanting to be seated 
there, and that’s not because my well- 
starched contrast collars exude cor- 
porate-raider bombast. The booths in 
the back half feel sexy while the front 
opens onto an underground hallway 
that might as well connect two airport 
terminals. That’s too much corridor, 
not enough Corridor. 

But chef Robin Song brings to bear 
the upscale-good times aesthetic he 
forged at Hog & Rocks and later im- 
proved upon at Gibson, and the result 
is quality dishes with the occasional 
grin of ostentatious showmanship, 
accented by Tyler Groom’s cocktails. 
It’s fun. Parker House rolls with salt- 
ed, house-cultured butter — possibly 
the best type of bread ever invented 
— come out warm, accenting a raw 
seafood platter full of halibut crudo, 
oysters with an appealing cucumber 
yuzu granita, shrimp cocktail, Ft. 
Bragg uni in a chawanmushi custard 
with roe, and a generous chilled lobster 
salad. The uni’s texture varied widely 
across visits, but it’s otherwise elegant 
and spot-on — and that it’s exactly one 
dollar cheaper than the entire Trestle 
prix fixe should not be lost on you. 

Balance typically prevails except 





where excess makes more sense. Beef 
tartare comes with cornichons to 
brighten the fat, while comté-stuffed 
tortelloni have so many buttery morels 
you almost want to pocket them for 
later. Smoky, tender squid a la plancha 
was among the best of the small plates, 
presenting of strips of various melons 
in a way that didn’t conquer the rest 

of the plate the way melon does, and 
the butter beans and a wealth of herbs 
project contrast. Meanwhile, the Iacopi 
Farms artichokes clearly involve a lot 
of prep (and waste, arguably) since 
you re dipping only the tenderest 
sections of the hearts into a superb 
ricotta-and-ramp dip, and the quinoa 
atop a Moroccan-spiced carrot dish 
was another fine touch. A dish of peas 
with avocado and mozzarella is really a 
showcase for yuzu kosho, the peppery, 
fermented condiment that tied it to- 
gether. With a glass of dazzling Carde- 
du Nuto Vermentino, you're set. 

There were a few blips. A dirty 
martini was, as a friend put it, “Folsom 
Street Fair filthy” — although you do 
get a sidecar, so it’s really two drinks. 
The kitchen’s worst mistake was in- 
explicably coating a 28-day, dry-aged 
Flannery ribeye in truffle butter. Why 
gild that lily like this? Flannery is the 
closest thing America has to A5, so 
it’s a waste of perfectly marbled beef. 
Never underestimate the crassness of 
the financial super-elite, maybe, but 
sometimes you have to comb through 
the contents of a safe-deposit box to 
get at what you're really after.

When I first arrived in San 
Francisco, I immediately fell in love with 
the smells, the stunning scenery, and the 
diversity of flavors. One world in partic- 
ular that sparked a young love affair was 
the enticing tastes of Burmese food. If 
there is one thing that Myanmar (for- 
merly Burma) and the Bay Area have in 
common, it’s that they're both melting 
pots of Asian cuisines. 
Gaining an appreciation

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for Burmese food’s relationships with 
Thailand, China, Bangladesh, and In- 
dia, I was struck by an obsession with 
funky, fermented tea leaf salads. My 
mind was opened to a whole new world 
of curries I didn’t even know existed. 
And although my infatuation with 
Shan noodles teetered on the thresh- 
old of addiction, there was one meal 
that I longed for obsessively. There 

is one dish that I cannot land at SFO 
without driving straight toward — 
and, to my surprise, it doesn’t involve 
noodles, dumplings, or pork. 

Burmese Kitchen on Geary Bou- 
levard in the Inner Richmond is an 
adorable space, with bright orange 
walls and colorful parasols dangling 
from the ceiling among triangular 
chandeliers. They have acclaimed 
dishes — like a tea leaf salad freckled 
with sesame seeds, or the Moh Hinga 
(lemongrass seafood chowder) — but 
nothing will twitter-pate your soul like 
the tofu thok. It’s light, it’s lovely, and 
it’s perfect for a summer night. 

Tofu thok, translating to “tofu sal- 
ad,” is a dish at Burmese Kitchen and 
one of the most wonderful discoveries 
you ll make in the city. It’s a refreshing 
blend of homemade yellow split-pea 
tofu, fried shallots, crushed peanuts, 
and tamarind sauce. The pillowy tofu 
enhances the pea’s green, creamy 
flavor, while the shallots and peanuts 
contrast beautifully with every crunchy 
bite. This salad is filling and simultane- 
ously light, it’s spicy and yet cooling, 
and though it’s veggie forward, it feels 
meaty. It’s a vegan’s dream and a carni- 
vore’s pleasant surprise. 

It’s nice to try something different 
from the usual suspects from time to 
time, but what’s even better is when 
that something different turns out to 
be your new usual suspect.

Forever Guitar Romantic 
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Terry & Louie

To be in a band in Portland, in 
the early 2000s, was to be part of a very 
specific aesthetic. While he no longer 
lived there, the specter of the city’s poet 
laureate, Elliott Smith, loomed large, 
with every aspiring singer-songwriter 
seeking to duplicate his heartbreaking 
melodies of self-doubt and self-efface- 
ment. 

Other local bands like The Decem- 
berists used cerebral, brainy lyrics and 
whimsical instrumentation to evoke 
Dickensian narratives. In general, the 
Pacific Northwest sound was dominat- 
ed by groups such as Modest Mouse, 
Built to Spill, and The Microphones, 
humble collectives that peered in- 
wards, shying away from outlandish 
forms of expression. 

So, how the fuck does one explain 
The Exploding Hearts? 

A gang of four impish dudes barely 
out of their teens and bedecked in 
glam outfits of denim and pink, The 
Exploding Hearts formed in Portland 
in 2001, embodying an ethos com- 
pletely asymmetrical from their con- 
temporaries. Taking cues from British 
power-pop auteur Nick Lowe, sleaze 
rockers the New York Dolls and punk 
icons Buzzcocks, The Exploding Hearts 
were an undeniable force of energy, 
winning critics and fans to their side, 
two minutes at a time, with their col- 
lection of unstoppable pop songs. 

Their debut, 2003’s Guitar Roman- 
tic — a motley collection of catchy 
tunes about sniffing glue, living out on 
the boulevard, and losing your nerve 


— 


in front of your dream girl — stands 
as a durable testament of the band’s 
masterful application of outsider pow- 
er-pop. 

Tragically, they never recorded a 
follow-up to that album. Driving back 
to Portland following a show at Bot- 
tom of the Hill in 2003, the band’s van 
crashed, killing members Adam Cox, 
Matt Fitzgerald, and Jeremy Gage, all 
of whom were 23 or younger at the 
time. 

That Terry Six, the sole surviving 
member, lived through the accident is 
a miracle. That he continues to make 
music is a miracle further still. And 
that he will be playing at this year’s 
Burger Boogaloo music festival with 
his longtime creative collaborator 
and so-called fifth Exploding Hearts’ 
member, “King” Louie Bankston, is yet 
another blessing. 

The duo, performing as Terry and 
Louie, will be playing songs from 
their 2018 debut album, ...a Thousand 
Guitars, along with select tracks from 
The Exploding Hearts catalog. This 
performance marks a powerful cul- 
mination for Six, who has coped not 
only with the tragedy of The Exploding 
Hearts, but also the dissolution of his 
follow-up band The Nice Boys and a 
relocation away from Portland to his 
current home in Oakland. 

“I didn’t really think, nor really care 
to think, that we would perform live — 
I just assumed that we were going to 
call it a recording project and leave it at 
that,” said Six, who will play at 1 p.m. 
on Saturday at the 10th-anniversary 
edition of Burger Boogaloo, held at 
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Mosswood Park in Oakland. “But here 
we are now, and I think it makes per- 
fect sense that we’re playing at Burger 
Boogaloo.” 

The group's performance will be 
an anniversary of their own of sorts. 
After playing Burger Boogaloo three 
years ago, Terry and Louie decamped 
to San Francisco the next day to record 
the opening salvoes of ...a Thousand 
Guitars. The origins of that process 
began years earlier, when Six penned 
some songs for the The Exploding 
Hearts that were never recorded. Sit- 
ting on those old unfinished tunes, 
he connected with Bankston — who 
wrote many of the Exploding Hearts 
lyrics — to work on bringing that mu- 
sic to light. After two-and-a-half years 
of writing, recording and mixing the 
album, those songs are finally available 
on ...a Thousand Guitars. 

Prior to making the album, Six was 
on an extended hiatus from music, and 
it was unlikely he would have returned 
to his roots if his old friend Bankston 
wasn't interested in joining him. 

“After a few failed attempts at 
music and a lot of major setbacks, my 
boundaries were tighter, and I just 
didn’t have trust for that many peo- 
ple,” said Six. “Louie was integral in 
reacclimating me and getting me back 
into it, because he’s one of the only 
people I have faith in.” 

That faith and connection is wholly 
evident in ...a Thousand Guitars, which 
has all the foundational elements that 
made Guitar Romantic such a legendary 
record. There are snotty punk tunes 
that cop T. Rex riffs (“Rebel Ways”), 


power pop anthems out of the Cheap 
Trick playbook (the title track) and dis- 
torted doo-wop mashups (“Pink Razor 
Blade”). The album even showcases 
some news wrinkles to Six’s songwrit- 
ing oeuvre, such as the reggae-inflected 
ballad “Cheated By Love.” 

What really makes the album so 
compelling is that underneath all the 
curled lips, battered leather jackets, 
and busted beer cans is a vulnerable, 
heart-on-sleeve guy coping with self- 
doubt. There is a reason for the moni- 
ker The Exploding Hearts — the tough 
exterior of those rowdy punks was 
always underwritten by a group of sen- 
sitive outsiders looking for acceptance. 

“When we were living in Portland, I 
remember it as the best time of my life, 
but we were very much on our own,” 
said Six. “We were alienated from a 
lot of Portland, we were a joke, and I'll 
never forget that. At the same time, it 
was kind of a challenge we accepted, 
and I do think that Portland eventu- 
ally got us. I remember playing a New 
Year’s Eve show in 2002 to a room full 
of people, and normally they would be 
making fun of us, but they were having 
the time of their life. That felt really 
good.” 

Six has found a new home in 
Oakland and The Exploding Hearts 
are more beloved now than ever. The 
band recently got new attention when 
presidential candidate Beto O’Rourke 
included their tunes on his Spotify 
playlist, and a long-gestating docu- 
mentary on the band is moving closer 
to reality. Six said he thinks every day 
of the accident that took his three best 
friends and playing Exploding Hearts 
songs live is still difficult for him. But 
he has found some sort of inner solace, 
and perhaps, finally, acceptance. 

“For a long time, I was at war with 
myself about the accident — I felt vic- 
timized and bitter and resentful,” said 
Six. “Now, I’m at a place where I accept- 
ed what happened and I won't let that 
define me as a person anymore. And 
what has made that easier, is thinking 
of our legacy, and seeing how happy it 
makes people — seeing that positive 
affect. That means a lot to me.”

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Cate Le Bon’s Furniture Rock 


Cate Le Bon

Cate Le Bon is something of an 
enigma — so much so that occasionally 
even she doesn’t know what to do with 
herself. 

That is part of the reason she dove 
into designing and making furniture. 
(More on that later.) But first, not 
knowing what to do with herself — or 
rather, knowing what she didn’t want 
to do with herself — made her swing 
for the fences and become a full-time 
musician in the first place. 

Raised in rural Wales by parents 
employed by the local town council, Le 
Bon grew up influenced by her family’s 
musical tendencies and her country’s 
contributions to Britpop: Super Furry 
Animals, Gorky’s Zygotic Mynci, and 
(her personal favorite) Datblygu. Her 
father played guitar; her uncle played 
her pop songs on the piano as a little 
girl. To say it resonated would be an 
understatement. 

“It was like watching a magician do 
magic. It totally blew my mind,” Le Bon 
says. ‘Music was always something joy-

ful. It never turned into a chore.” 

By the time Le Bon finished high 
school, she had decided that whatever 
she was going to do, it wasn’t going to 
happen at a university. She tossed her 
pending applications, “knowing that 
I could always reapply,’ and moved to 
Cardiff. She fell in with a music scene. 
She didn’t reapply. 

But she did release a string of al- 
bums under her own name, each one 
increasingly conceptual and left-of- 
center. Within a matter of years, she 
had found her signature: guitar-for- 
ward songs in which every layer, guitar 
or otherwise, sounds meticulous and 
takes up its own distinct sonic space. 
Her songs are cohesive yet fragment- 
ed, spacious yet often minimalist. 
Above it all is her bravado-free voice, 
delicate and unobtrusive but far from 
unsteady. Her refined Welsh accent 
slices thinly through syllables, skitter- 
ing across the surface of her lyrics. It’s 
art rock, emphasis on art. Wilco’s Jeff 
Tweedy is a fan. 

Le Bon wrote most recent addition 
to her output, Reward, in the Lake Dis-

trict, a gorgeous coastal park plucked 
out of a fairytale some 70 miles north 
of Manchester (and a favorite locale of 
William Wordsworth). Her reasons for 
moving had little to do with music — 
or rather, had everything to do with 
not wanting to focus on writing songs. 
She enrolled in a furniture-making 
course, toiling away for hours each day 
in the classroom. 

“It was really just getting out of mu- 
sic for a little bit, which took the onus 
off it and it became my hobby again,” 
she recalls. The best laid plans, no? 

She found herself drawn back into 
songwriting, helped along by the pres- 
ence of the first piano she ever owned: 
a second-hand Meers. 

A trickle, then a gush, then an al- 
bum, and a shockingly personal one 
compared to the rest of her discogra- 
phy. 

“It had been a long time since 
making a record and touring a record. 
It’s always good to check in and check 
that you're doing something like that 
for the right reasons,” she says. Once 
the course was over, she joined co-pro- 





ducer Samur Khouja in a Joshua Tree 
studio, breaking up and reassembling 
all the pieces an ocean and a continent 
away from the source. 

“[The songs] had almost solid struc- 
tures that were pretty stubborn and 
they had to be approached completely 
different to any of the records I'd 
made,” says Le Bon. “It was really frus- 
trating at times. Thank God I learned a 
lot of patience from furniture school.” 

Reward opens with “Miami,” an 
unusually cosmopolitan and humid 
subject for Le Bon. And while the title 
implies neon-lit synthpop and the de- 
lirious excess of silk Versace shirts, the 
reality is far different: five-plus min- 
utes of mournful sax and a restrained 
synth riff, with Le Bon intoning each 
syllable of “Miami” as though leading a 
funeral procession down Ocean Drive. 

The rest of the album follows suit. 
In the album artwork and the video 
for lead single “Daylight Matters,” she 
cuts a solitary figure in a crimson coat, 
juxtaposed against a barren landscape 
as though caught inside an apocalyp- 
tic reimagining of The Snowy Day. 

She pleads with a lover on “Daylight 
Matters,” repeating “I love you” until 
it turns from a declaration into a plea. 
She turns into a detached observer of 
her own devotion on “You Don't Love 
Me Anymore,” observing “dead flowers 
stinking up the corridors” in between 
realistic appraisals of her new loveless 
reality. 

“It’s probably the most difficult re- 
cord from start to finish that I’ve ever 
made. And that’s totally OK. Some- 
times, the things that you value the 
most are inherently difficult,” she says. 

Not that furniture design is being 
replaced by her renewed focus on 
songwriting. Following the bulk of the 
recording process, she returned to the 
Lake District. Once again, she didn’t go 
there to write songs. 

Instead, she designed and built a 
black, hyper-angular chair to accompa- 
ny the album. Because that, apparent- 
ly, is what you do with yourself when 
you re Cate Le Bon.

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Diplo Announces New Project, Higher 


Ground, at The Menagerie 


The Midway hosts a five- ss Burning Man fundraiser this Saturday, July 6, with the DJ and producer headlining.

As one half of house super 

group Silk City — Mark Ronson being 
the remainder — Diplo studded his set 
at the revived Treasure Island Music Fes- 
tival last fall with some choice remixes. 
As something of a titanic figure in elec- 
tronic music, he commands high rates to 
perform. But S.F’s own indoor-outdoor 
venue The Midway has flexed its muscles 
to get him to play at The Menagerie, an 
art car-filled Burning Man fundraiser 


this Saturday, July 6, at which the DJ 
and producer will also announce the de- 
but of a new project, a house-focused 
project called Higher Ground. 

There have been a few teasers since 
early May, but Brendan Ward of The 
Midway tells SF Weekly that this Satur- 
day’s party is the real deal. Taking over 
the sprawling, multi-venue complex with 
five stages and room for 4,000 to 5,000 
expected attendees, it will be similar in 
feel to Fresh Start, the New Year’s Day 
rave that enlivened this far corner of the 


Dogpatch six months ago. 

Diplo “goes to Burning Man almost 
every year,’ Ward says. “The money 
that’s being fundraised is going back 
into Burning Man camps for the art.” 

In other words, Diplo is essentially 
donating his time and the Midway 
isn’t profiting off of tickets sales. To fill 
out the rest of the bill, organizers got 
some 40 artists, many of them local, 
including Super Flu and Jonas Raths- 
man. Venerable B.M. art camps like 
Opulent Temple, Root Society, Duck

Pond, and Camp Questionmark are cu- 
rating much of the experience, with art 
cars like Dancetronauts, Rynobus, and 
Bounce present for people to interact 
with — in the event they missed them 
at festivals like Electric Daisy Carnival. 
With respect to Higher Ground, 
Ward explains that it’s catering to 
house music and may be a departure 
for hardcore Diplo fans who are more 
accustomed to heavier-hitting music. 
“He has an incredible team that 
he works with, and he’s gifted at col- 





laborating with other musicians that 
are pushing the envelope,” Ward says. 
“He’s a genius at crafting new sounds, 
and I’m excited to see what’s in the 
horizon for him musically. 

“The Midway is honored to host the 
Higher Ground-presented stage at The 
Menagerie,” he adds. “I think people 
will be pleasantly surprised and re- 
freshed by what they experience.”

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SAVAGE LOVE \ PREJUDICIAL STATEMENTS 


I’m aman from a very liberal background. Recently, a 
girl I started dating—a girl from a similar background— 
mentioned that she has “a thing for black guys.” She 
also met my childhood best friend, a man of Korean 
descent, and commented to me that she found him 
handsome despite not typically being attracted to Asian 
guys. The position that I’ve always held is that we’re 
attracted to individuals, not types, and it’s wrong to have 
expectations of people based on race—especially when it 
comes to sexualizing/fetishizing people. I think we should 
date and have sex with whomever we want and not 
carry prejudiced expectations into our relationships. Iam 
worried she sees black men as stereotypes of athleticism, 
confidence, and the other complicated constructions 
we've made about the black body, like black men having 
bigger dicks. I also worry that she might see me as less 
masculine and less well-endowed because of my race. I 
eventually asked her about these issues, and we had a 
tense conversation. I tried to ask if she had ever checked 
herself for possible prejudice where her sexual desires 
are concerned, and she shut the conversation down by 
accusing me of trying to control her. I reassured her that 
I wasn't trying to control her, but it is possible I was 
projecting the insecurity her comments stirred into the 
conversation. I'm trying to balance two components: 
my own insecurity and the possibility that she’s holding 
a legitimately prejudiced opinion that makes me 
uncomfortable. Any advice? 

Seeking To Interrogate Newish Girlfriend's 
Statements 


It’s a big leap from “I have a thing for black guys” 
to “white guys aren’t masculine or well-endowed,” 
STINGS, and you made that leap on your own. So in 
addition to confronting your new girlfriend about 
her attitudes and assumptions... you might want to 
give some thought to your own? 

That said, the things your girlfriend has said 
about Black and Asian men are legit problematic. 
When someone describes their attraction to a 
certain group, racial or otherwise, as “a thing,” that 
usually means they see members of that group as 
things—and in a society that dehumanizes Black 
people, white people can easily come to see Black 
people as objects. 

As for her comment about your Korean friend: 
Prevailing beauty standards shape our ideas about 
attractiveness, and those standards are shaped 
by our rabidly racist culture. A person socialized 
to only recognize the beauty of men or women of 
European descent may not even consider—they may 
not even be able to perceive—the attractiveness of 
people who aren't white. And then when someone 
of a different race does manage to make a blip on 
their sex radar, it comes as a surprise. But instead 
of reconsidering their ideas about attractiveness, a 
dumb fucking white person—even one from a liberal 
background—s likelier to say something stupid 
like “I don’t usually find Asian guys hot, but your 
Korean friend is attractive,” rather than rethinking 
their assumptions about their desires. Declaring one 
Asian guy an exception allows someone like your 
girlfriend to have her racist cake (“T don’t find Asian 
guys hot”) and eat it too (“But this Asian guy is hot”). 

It’s a shame your girlfriend reacted defensively 
when you tried to bring all this up, STINGS, but 
sometimes people react defensively in the moment 
and then keep thinking about it. My advice: Keep 
bringing it up—but it would help if you owned 


your own shit during these conversations (and you 
have some shit of your own) rather than just self- 
righteously going after your girlfriend for her shit. I 
have to say, though, I disagree with you on one thing: 
People do have types, and there’s nothing wrong 
with having types. It’s a good idea to ask ourselves 
whether our “types” are actually ours and not just 
assigned to us by conventional standards of beauty 
(white, slim, young) or a thoughtless/fetishizing 
reaction to those standards (a desire to transgress 
with nonwhite, larger, or older folks). 


I'm a middle-aged African American man. I'm 
single, I dress well, I’m fit, I cycle to work, I eat healthy, 
etc. I live in a basement apartment on a narrow street 
in a large city. My only window faces the street. After 
showering, and pretty much whenever I’m home, I’m 
naked while walking around my apartment. A young 
white couple moved in across the street, and they have an 
unobstructed view into my apartment. At first I would 
notice the woman standing at the window looking my 
way as I toweled off. Then the male as well. And when 
I masturbate, which I sometimes do after a shower, 

I noticed them both making several passes by their 
windows to look. Later I noticed the male coming out 
late in the evening when the view into my apartment is 
at its optimum to watch me masturbate. He seems very 
interested. The woman will come outside and sit on the 
steps in the morning and look directly into my apartment 
at me while drinking her coffee. More than once she 

has run her hand up the inside of her thigh as she’s 
watching. Also I’ve noticed that their shades, which used 
to be closed most of the time, are always wide open with 
lights on so I can clearly see them in their apartment. 
I’m sure the woman knows that I want her—and the 
male seems to be exhibiting bi tendencies (something 
I'm not interested in at all). In your opinion, are these 
two a voyeur couple or a submissive cuckold couple? 
How should I approach to seduce? If she’s sitting on her 
steps, can I go over and say “Good morning” to break 
the ice? The other day, I left just as she was going out, 
and we walked past each other. I thought about saying 
something, but I don’t want to appear to be chasing her.

I once dated a guy who was arrested in his own 
apartment at ten in the morning for masturbating 
in front of an open window. Granted, he lived across 
the street from a school (a university, not a middle 
school), and that may have had something to do with 
it. But he was a white guy, DANGLE, and considering 
all the ways African American men are targeted by 
the police, I feel obligated to warn you—well, I feel 
obligated to warn you about something you already 
know: Cops are always looking for an excuse to arrest 
or harass a Black man, and your exhibitionism could 
attract the attentions not just of horny neighbors, 
but also the authorities.
